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Why Municipal Water?

e To preserve and enhance the quality of life in Windham by providing a cleaner, safer
source of drinking water
e To help meet Master Plan goals
e Importing water will help to recharge the groundwater and aquifers, which will protect
and enhance Cobbett’s Pond, Canobie Lake, and our brooks and wetlands
(Withdrawing water can deplete the water supply)
e To provide a better source of water than bedrock wells
o Bedrock wells are inherently inefficient
o Yield of bedrock wells is highly unpredictable
o Bedrock wells are easily contaminated, naturally and unnaturally
o Treatment of bedrock wells contributes to groundwater contamination
o Many bedrock well systems, public/ private are aging, and in need of upgrades
e To provide better fire protection

® To encourage commercial development in areas zoned for such development
o  Which will help lower the tax burden on homeowners
